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Chamber's positive spin on 
commercial future for town

WITH the controversy over 
the lack of parking in 
Dorchester town centre, 
caused by the building of 
new district council offices 
still raging, a spokesman 
for Dorchester Chamber of 
Commerce has spoken en¬ 
thusiastically about the 
county’s town’s commer¬ 
cial future. 

Vice-president Matthew 


Pye, in an interview with 
this newspaper, says 
Dorchester is “vibrant and 
growing”, as befits its sta¬ 
tus as Dorset’s county 
town. 

Referring to the three 
giant cranes that define the 
Dorchester skyline, Mr 


Pye highlighted the con¬ 
tinuing development of 
Poundbury and Brewery 
Square which he claims 
will bring more people into 
Dorchester in the future. 

Mr Pye sympathised with 
those who were claiming 
that the closure of the Old 
Market car park was caus¬ 
ing trading difficulties, but 
the chamber was monitor¬ 
ing the situation closely 


and believed that eventu¬ 
ally more car parking 
would be created. 

Opponents to the £9.7 
million West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council office com¬ 
plex in Charles Street, 
currently under construc¬ 
tion, maintain that local 
shops are being driven out 
of business by the lack of 
parking. 

They also claim that the 
loss of revenue to the dis¬ 
trict council negates the 
estimated £240,000 sav¬ 


ings that the new offices 
will bring about and the 
effect of phase two of the 
Charles Street develop¬ 
ment could lead to the loss 
of millions of pounds in 
lost retail sales. 

A recent public meeting 
called on the district coun¬ 
cil to halt the scheme, say¬ 
ing that the loss would be 
far less than that inflicted 
on the town by phases one 
and two. 

The man who organised 
that meeting, John 
Grantham, says the issue is 
now not about the offices 
but the future of the 
county town. 

Mr Pye, who also serves 
as a director of Dorchester 
Bid, said the three major 
developments would bring 
more people into the town 
and create more jobs. 

He said: “The new of¬ 
fices will be less expen¬ 
sive to run and the existing

After not fulfilling her childhood dream of be¬ 
coming a dancer Nicola decided the next best 
thing would be to work in the fitness industry, 
where she still gets to enjoy her passion by lead¬ 
ing classes such as Zumba and aerobics. 

Outside of work, Nicola and her husband John 
run a dairy herd at their Long Bredy home. Row- 
den Farm. 

Nicola and John live on the farm with their two 
children, 18-year-old Sabrina, who is studying at 
Kingston Maurwood College and 12-year-old 
Lewis, who is at the Sir John Colfox School. 


■ WHAT first got you interested in health and fit¬ 
ness? 

As a child I was a gymnast and a dancer and I was al¬ 
ways active. I wanted to be a dancer mainly but that is 
difficult to get into so when I left school, I started off 
on a YTS scheme, which was a bit like an apprentice¬ 
ship scheme. I started at Honiton Sports Centre and I 
got qualifications like my gynmnastics coaching award 
there. Because of my dancing background I wanted to 
do a bit of that as well so I then became an aerobics in¬ 
structor which is the next best thing I suppose. 

■ WHAT are your favourite classes to run at the 
leisure centre? 

Zumba is brilliant. It's a dance class but it's fitness as 
well and it's great fun. I like teaching aerobics as well 
and working in the gym. I really enjoy it when someone 
comes into the gym and they want an exercise pro¬ 
gram to get fit or lose weight, I enjoy helping them be¬ 
cause I'm giving them the knowledge I have and 
helping them to reach their goals. 

■ HOW do you think we should tackle the rising 
obesity issue? 

I think its down to people not being aware of the health 
issues that surround being overweight, people need to 
be educated. Even though more people are now be¬ 
coming active there are people that see it as too much 
like hard work. For the younger generation there are a 
lot of distractions now, like computer games, which 
stop kids from getting out and doing more. I think the 
message is slowly getting out but there is still a long 
way to go. 

■ ARE the gym and exercise classes suitable for all 
fitness levels? 

They are open to everyone, we get all sorts of ages and 
abilities. Its not just for people who are really fit already, 
we get the older and the younger generations, it's a 



mixed group of people. 

■ WHAT would be your three top tips for staying in 
shape? 

Keep active as much as you can, get out and walk 
about. Come to the gym and see how it is. It's not how 
you think, i'ts completely different, everyone's really 
friendly and there to help you achieve your goals and 
just keep active really, even if it's just walking down the 
street or riding your bike to work, anything is better 
than nothing, just do a little bit each day. 
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■ THE nights are getting longer now, is it harder to 
keep fit in the winter? 

The dark nights can make it harder. Once you get home 
from work or college it's easy to sit down and stay there, 
but there are so many activities here at the leisure cen¬ 
tre, there is something for everybody. The gym might 
not be for you, but you might like to go swimming. 
There are lots of clubs and fitness classes as well, there's 
something for everyone. 

■ HOW did you become a dairy farmer? 

My husband John has always worked on farms since he 
was at school, his father was a herdsman and he used 
to help him.Then ten years ago we decided we wanted 
to do it for ourselves. We were living in Honiton at the 
time and so we sold our house, bought cows and 
started our business down in Devon, where we grew 
our herd and then moved up to Dorset. 

■ HOW is the herd doing now? 

We've just sold our cows now because we are going to 
have a break to visit John's brother who is a dairy farmer 
in New Zealand. We are going to go over there for seven 
weeks and see how he does it and I'm going to go over 
there and see how their fitness industry differs and see 
if I can bring anything back. 

■ WHAT was the last film you watched, book you 
read and CD you listened to? 

The last film I watched was the final Harry Potter, we've 
followed the films all the way through. I don't really read 
books, mainly fitness magazines and farming maga¬ 
zines. The last CD I listened to would have been one of 
my Zumba CDs, I'm always listening to my Zumba music 
to get inspiration for my classes.

THE Dorchester Swim¬ 
ming Bath Tmstees handed 
over a cheque for £10,000 
to Darners First School, 
which along with a cheque 
for £72,000 presented to 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil as a donation towards 
the building of the new 
Dorchester Sports Centre, 
brought to a conclusion the 
many grants made over the 
years to support swimming 
in the county town. 

The Dorchester Swim¬ 
ming Bath Trustees have 
been more than generous 
in their support of the ex¬ 
cellent swimming facility 
at Darners First School, of 
which both staff, parents 
and pupils are justifiably 
proud. This final donation 
will ensure the continua¬ 
tion of the pool on its pres¬ 
ent site until the opening of 
the new school as and 
when that happens. 

Swimming co-ordinator 
Sandra Scott said: “This 
cheque, and all the support 
we have received from the 
Trustees, means a great 
deal not only to the school 
but to the community as a 
whole. It is vital we keep 
this much treasured and 
much used facility up and

running to afford all of our 
children the opportunity to 
learn to swim.” 

A great deal of work has 
already been carried out 
over the summer break. A 
new roof has been put in 
place, the ceiling sealed, 
and the pool drained, 
washed, cleaned and a 
crack repaired. 

The flooring around the 
pool has been completed to 
a high standard, and the 
steps into the water edged 
in a contrasting colour to 
ensure safer entry and exit 
from the water. A hard im¬ 
pact insulating foam has 
been added to the internal 
structure, courtesy of 
DMIS (Dorchester Mainte¬ 
nance Indemnity Scheme), 
to prevent deterioration 
from the effects of chemi¬ 
cals. The money received 
from the Trustees will go 
towards replacing the sand 
filters, an expensive but 
nonetheless very necessary 
undertaking. 

Chairman of the Swim¬ 
ming Bath Trustees, Leslie 
Phillips, who is also a 
school governor, said: “It 


gives me tremendous 
pleasure to come along 
today and present this 
cheque to Darners First 
School. Every child in this 
school will learn to swim 
whilst they are here, and 


this is without doubt one of 
the best pools in the area. A 
vast amount of work has 
been carried out already, 
and myself and my 
Trustees are delighted to be 
able to support such a 
worthwhile project for one 
last time. We have made 


certain that swimming will 
continue at Darners until 
the new school is finally 
built.”

offices will be sold or let, bringing in more money. The 
council is mindful of the issue and trying to deal with it.” 

Newly-elected independent district councillor Alistair 
Chisolm, in a letter to the View, condemns senior council 
officials for not attending the recent public meeting, 
claiming that they have “refused to face the public whose 
money in millions they are happily squandering”. 

He claims that the development had never been prop¬ 
erly debated in public and had been presented as a “fait 
accompli”. 

Councillor Chisolm calls on the council to canvass 
Dorchester residents and businesses when phase two of 
the development comes up for detailed planning consent.

Exciting times for free schools 


S ILLY season was 
turned on its head this 
year with politicians 
and press alike having 
plenty of hard hitting events 
to contemplate over the 
summer. 

The riots brought MPs 
scuttling back to Westmin¬ 
ster in the middle of August, 
and the aftermath - together 
with Libya and the state of 
the world economy - were 
at the forefront of many 
MPs minds as they returned 
to Parliament after recess. 

However, alongside the re¬ 
turn to the House of Com¬ 
mons, there was another 
return to normality - made 
by our nation’s school chil¬ 
dren and teachers. 

Like teachers, MPs (and in 
particular ministers) do a lot 
more during the summer than most people imagine. 
But, like school children, they return to the start of 
term in a spirit of anticipation. 

For one set of children, in particular, there will 
have been the excitement of taking their first step 
into one of the 24 brand new free schools now dot¬ 
ted around our nation. 

Free schools are a key part of the current educa¬ 
tion reforms which seek to raise educational stan¬ 
dards in places that are less well endowed with 
good schools than West Dorset. They are state 
funded and can be set up by a range of different

groups, from parents to char¬ 
ities. 

Rather than being run by 
councils or politicians, free 
schools are run by the very 
teachers that work in them. 
They have a considerable 
amount of freedom, such as 
how they spend the school’s 
money and the curriculum, 
enabling them to create a 
learning environment which 
suits the needs of their local 
community. 

The aim is to give parents 
from all backgrounds a choice 
over the type of school they 
send their children to. Being 
non-selective and with half of 
the 24 new schools in de¬ 
prived areas, children from all 
backgrounds are able to ac¬ 
cess what free schools offer. 

Although there are precedents both in Scandi¬ 
navia and in America, this is a bold new venture for 
England. 

It has certainly caused a lot of discussion as West¬ 
minster starts up again, and I have no doubt it will 
continue to be discussed vigorously at the forth¬ 
coming party conferences. 

But, whatever the interest and anticipation in po¬ 
litical circles, the start of a new term in a new 
school of a new kind must be much more exciting 
for the pupils, parents and teachers involved in the 
free schools themselves.

Owner Anna Hall has put a great 
deal of hard work into Cowden Care 
Farm, investing time and money into 
making it a remarkable learning ex¬ 
perience. With so much to chose 
from, adults who attend the centre 
can learn to care for the animals, de¬ 
velop new skills in a range of sub¬ 
jects, make new friends, and pick up 
valuable life skills. They will learn to 
work as part of a team, grow plants 
and vegetables, gain confidence and 
selfesteem and experience life on a 
farm whilst enjoying the fresh air and 
getting plenty of exercise.

Mrs Hall said: "I feel that adults with 
learning disabilities need more than 
the traditional day centres and col¬ 
leges. I am delighted that my buying 
Cowden Farm has afforded these 
people so many opportunities, allow¬ 
ing them to work in the open air and 
gain experience in so many different 
areas." 

Although clients have to pay for this 
service, there a great deal they can 
partake in.There are new projects un¬ 
derway at present.The Green Fingers 
Club helps individuals living in the 
community with their gardens, in 
particular the elderly and the dis¬ 
abled. They are looking for people 
from the Charminster area or sur- 
ronding villages to give them a call if 
they require any help. Mrs Hall is also 
in the process of applying for funding 
to enable them to set up allotments 
in which those attending Cowden 
Care Farm can develop their horticul¬ 
tural skills further. With the River 
Cerne in close proximity, the garden¬ 
ers could also enjoy fishing and cre¬ 
ate a barbecue area. 


Mrs Hall has a background in help¬ 
ing people with learning disabilities, 
previously owning AnA Supported 
Housing in Weymouth where inde¬ 
pendent living skills were taught and 
developed.

Who's been stealing our bin trays? 


DORCHESTER’S Stop The Drop anti litter group, who 
during 2009/10 installed 90 stainless steel, wall mounted 
cigarette butt bins on premises throughout central Dorch¬ 
ester found, to their disgust on a recent maintenance 
check, that 14 inner trays had been removed. 

The bins were initially placed with the objective of re¬ 
ducing the amount of smoking related litter on Dorch¬ 
ester’s streets. The initiative had the support of the, West 
Dorset District Council, Dorset County Council, and 
funding from the Dorchester BID, The Campaign to Pro¬ 
tect Rural England and the DorchesterTown Council 

On their previous check earlier this year, they discov¬ 
ered that 6 such trays were missing, which they replaced, 
yet taking the total to date to 20. 

The purpose of the tray is to enable WDDC’s team of 
street cleaning operatives to properly empty and dispose 
of the contents. Without the trays, the cigarette ends sim¬ 
ply fall onto the pavements, which could create even 
more of a mess than a few cigarettes thrown onto the 
ground by careless smokers. 


The group has reported these thefts to the police but 
without any identification of the culprits, the police are 
powerless to do anything about it. 

Of the 10 different premises where the trays have been 
taken, six are pubs and one a restaurant. Two publicans 
have told the group that they believe vagrants are taking 
the liners to remove the tobacco from the butts in order 
to roll their own cigarettes. Why else would anyone want 
a bin full of cigarette ends? 

At a cost of £8 each the group has seen £160 worth of 
trays stolen. Felicity McLaren, the group’s active treas¬ 
urer says “Some businesses simply can’t afford to con¬ 
tinually replace these items, but now the Dorchester BID 
has confirmed that it will provide some additional finan¬ 
cial support for replacements. Meanwhile, we ask the 
public to please keep their eyes open for any stainless 
steel trays or people taking them, and report such thefts 
to the police. And similarly, if anyone sees people dam¬ 
aging the bins, let the police know.”

Small is beautiful 

SHOPS from across the South West have helped a University of Exeter research 
team uncover the creativity and community spirit at the heart of the region's 
small-scale repair industries. 

Following a publicity campaign in autumn 2010, businesses ranging from cob¬ 
blers to tailors to sewing machine repair shops put themselves forward to be 
interviewed by the researchers and have their workshops recorded by photog¬ 
rapher Steven Bond. 

The beautiful and evocative photographs taken for the project will be on dis¬ 
play in the foyer and cafe galleries at Bridport Arts Centre, from September 24th 
to October 15th. 

There is a preview on Friday, September 23rd at 6pm, to which all are welcome, 
where there will be a discussion about the value of these small independent 
businesses to our communities, with the project team and some of the shop¬ 
keepers involved. 

Dr Caitlin DeSilvey, a geographer based at the University of Exeter's Cornwall 
Campus, said:"The business of'making and mending'is seen by many as a dying 
art, but our research shows a wealth of expertise and ingenuity in the South 
West. We've been pleased by the positive response from shops and their cus¬ 
tomers, and are very grateful to everyone who has helped so far. 

"We've also been touched by the pride people take in this work and the valued 
role these businesses have in their communities. People entrust these shops 
with their most treasured possessions, from a favourite pair of slippers to a valu¬ 
able family heirloom, and workers often put in extra time and care to help mend 
a special object." 

The project will run until summer 2012 and the research team is still looking 
for shops to get involved. At this stage, the team is particularly keen to include 
businesses that repair cameras, radios, furniture and small electrical appliances.

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I've heard it's dotting Hill by The Sea' 

Tom Glover talks to top comedian Jo Caulfield ahead of her first visit to Bridport 


Your show is a "Tour Of Towns I've Heard Of But Never 
Been To" what have you heard about Bridport? 

To be honest - I know very little about Bridport. I've 
seen it on Location, Location, Location. I know PJ.Har¬ 
vey was born there. And several people from Bridport 
who follow me on Twitter have told me its nicknamed 
Notting Hill by The Sea. So I'm expecting to see a lot of 
hippy-ish looking men on the beach, flying kites while 
talking very LOUDLY on Blackberrys. 

What can people expect to see from your show? 

One review called the show a "celebration of anger". I 
liked that. 

This is a show I'm really proud of, there's a lot in it: my 
thoughts on relationships, dating, sex, my husband, my 
Irish mother, advice on how to deal with irritating peo¬ 
ple, bad service, international terrorism, celebrity per¬ 
fumes, reality TV, kids bedtime stories. 

And I don't mind showing what an idiot I can be. I've 
always done something stupid that I can share with the 
audience. I've got a ridiculous story of going to dinner 
with two complete strangers because I mistakenly 
thought I knew them. To add insult to injury I paid for 
the dinner. 

There's even a game and a special audience interac¬ 
tion piece at the end. 

Why did you decide to take up comedy in your 30s? 

I fell into it! 

I went to see a friend do a 5 minute openspot at the 
Comedy Store, and even though he died on his arse I 
was hooked. The next day I went through Time Out 
Magazine, where all the comedy club were listed, and 
booked myself into a couple of open spots. 

I had no idea how to write jokes. I just scribbled down 
half a dozen things I'd said that made friends laugh. 

My first gig was a New Act competition at The Com¬ 
edy Cafe, Old St, London. Before the show I was so nerv¬ 
ous I ended up getting drunk. I have no idea what I said 
onstage. I don't even remember being on stage. But I 
won the competition. 



That makes me sound like I'm a natural. I wasn't. I was 
dreadful - but I must have been slightly less dreadful 
than everyone else on the bill that night. 

To be honest I knew so little about comedy I was 
under the delusion I was quite good, so I kept 
going. The truth is I wasn't even good enough to 
know how bad I was. 

That's what happens in the beginning. At 
first your excitement and enthusiasm can 
win over an audience. It's like any job; they 
let you off for a while because you're new 
but eventually they get pissed off that you 
still don't know what you're doing. 

A couple of months later another 
standup advised me that regular comper¬ 
ing was one of the best ways to im¬ 
prove as a comic, so I saved my 
'waitressing tips', bought a 
cheap microphone & a 
small amplifier and 
opened my own com¬ 
edy club in the base¬ 
ment of a bar in North 
London. 

Do you wish you had 
entered the indus¬ 
try earlier? 

No. Comedians 
need 'life experi¬ 
ence'before they 
can stand on 
stage and give 
their views. I'm 
not interested in 
'little boy' co¬ 
medians or their 
jokes about 
playing with an X- 
Box. 


I read that you gave yourself a two-year deadline to 
make a success of comedy, when did you realise it was 

something you could really make a go of? 

When the phone started ringing. I used to 
spend a couple of hours every day 
ringing round comedy clubs trying 
to get some work. Then one day 
there was a reversal and the clubs 
started phoning me. 

I remember getting booked for 
a show in Sheffield. I kept think¬ 
ing, "What? You're paying ME to 
go all the way to Sheffield? Why 
would you do that? Are you 
mental?" 

Do you think its tougher trying 
L to make it as a female comic? 

When new female comics ask 
me that question I always say: 
Just work on being as funny 
and original as you can. Don’t 
think about the female thing- 
you’re a woman, that’s not 
going to change. 

And try not to dress too 
provocatively, it distracts from 
the comedy. 

Do you have any stories from 
horror gigs? 

On tour I set myself a challenge 
to try and write material spe¬ 
cific to the town I'm in. I like ex¬ 
ploring the town and pointing 
out to the locals things I've no¬ 
ticed about their High Street. It's 
great when I can talk about a 
pub or a shop and the whole au¬ 
dience knows it intimately. I did a 
show in Ipswich last year and told 


a true story about the bad service I'd received that af¬ 
ternoon in a local cafe. It turned out the man who 
owned the cafe was sitting in the audience and the 
grumpy waitress, who I'd slagged off, turned out to be 
his daughter! Luckily he agreed with me that she was a 
terrible waitress. 

You're a regular TV and radio show panelist, what are 

your favourite shows to work on? 

"Have I Got News ForYou"on TV, because Ian Hislop and 
Paul Merton are really nice people, and "Hot Gossip"on 
the radio because Claudia Winkleman is brilliant com¬ 
pany. 

What's your opinion on the exposure comedy is get¬ 
ting in the mainstream at the moment? 

Love it! Every time I appear on Michael McIntyre's Com¬ 
edy Roadshow or Mock The Week I get more people 
coming to see my LIVE shows. 

The only thing I would change is I'd let the comedians 
do what they do onstage. There's a lot of shows where 
the producer will say, "Can you drop that routine? And 
change that word. And don't say anything that will of¬ 
fend anyone" -1 just think, Well why did you book me? 

What advice would you give to aspiring comics? 

Respect the Art of Stand-Up Comedy. Study comedy. 
Study the construction of jokes. No matter how much 
you respect your favorite comedian do NOT copy their 
mannerisms or speech patterns. Be yourself. Read my 
website: "Things I've Learned As A Comedian" -1 post 
tips and answer emails about Stand-Up Comedy.

Oaks cut down at windy Dorchester 


TWO of the four local clubs had away fixtures on Sat¬ 
urday last, the first day of the Dorset Clubs' league 
season and a third, PUDDLETOWN, had no league 
fixture. Happily, DORCHESTER played at home and I 
trotted off there to have a look at their game against 
OAKMEDIANS. 

DORCHESTER 280AKMEDIANS 3 

ALTHOUGH conditions were good at Dorchester, 
there was a gusting cross-wind that threatened to 
cause the place kickers difficulty. 

The visitors were given the kick-off and had the 
wind marginally at their backs in the first-half and, 
while Dorchester would have been encouraged 
when their eight shoved their opponents at the first 
set scrum, the first few minutes play took place al¬ 
most entirely in home territory.

Superb Magpies hang on to clip Wings 



Dorchester Town 3 Welling United 2 - Att: 508 

MANAGER Ashley Vickers wielded the axe in an attempt 
to kick start his team's season and it brought reward 
with the Magpies hanging on in the second-half to deal 
league leaders Welling United their first defeat of the 
season. 

The Wings arrived at the Avenue Stadium undefeated, 
having won six of their opening seven games, whilst 
the Magpies languished near the bottom of the Blue 
Square South table with just two wins and six points 
from their six opening fixtures. 

Vickers after keeping faith with most of his season's 
starting 11 in the hope of a recovery, finally lost pa¬ 
tience with the side and made four changes from the 
team that went down to Sutton United the week be¬ 
fore. 

Simon Evans made way for debutant Alan Walker-Har- 
ris in goal, whilst Ryan Dovell and Jamie Gleeson were 
given starts in preference to Nick Crittenden and Ashley 
Nichols. Up front Rico Wilson led the attack in place of 
Ryan Moss. 

In one of the best first-halves seen at the Avenue Sta¬ 
dium for a long time, the only downside was an injury 
to skipper Mark Jermyn that saw him stretchered off 
just before the interval with a potential medial ligament 
injury. 

It was Jermyn who almost gave the Magpies the lead 
inside the first minute. Dovell robbed Wings captain 
Jack Parkinson after tracking him back to the edge of 
the Magpies penalty box before releasing Chris Flood 
down the right-hand side. 

Flood switched the ball inside and Jermyn thundered 
in a shot from the angle of the penalty box that had 
Wings"keeper Dan Thomas, who was on loan at Dorch¬ 
ester last season, diving full-length to save. 

Flood and Ben Dickenson were in irrepressible form 
down the flanks and when the latter went past Louis 
Fazakerley for the first time in many during the after¬ 
noon, his cross found Wilson who trapped the ball on 
his chest superbly before turning, but then shot tamely 
beyond the far post. 

Welling despite coming to town with such a reputa¬ 
tion were not in the game, and their defence was work¬ 
ing overtime as crosses from Neil Martin and Dickenson 
were hacked clear. 

The pressure finally told on 15 minutes when Fazak¬ 
erley, who had such a poor game he probably wished 
he had stayed on the coach, tugged Wilson back inside 
the penalty area, and Flood sent Thomas the wrong 
way from the spot. 

Dickenson went close four minutes later when his 
shot just cleared the angle of the goalframe after Wil¬ 
son had chested Gleeson's cross into his path. 

It wasn't until midway through the half that Welling 
worried the Magpies defence who had a lucky let off 
when Louis Cumbers fed the league's top-scorer Andy 
Pugh, but he got the ball stuck between his feet just 
yards from goal and Kyle Critchell cleared the danger. 

Dorchester increased their lead on 33 minutes when 
Fazakerley tried to direct a diagonal crossfield pass from 
Flood back to Thomas, but he did not get enough 
power on his header and Dickenson raced to bravely 
beatThomastothe ball and nod it over him and just in¬ 
side the near post. 


Walker-Harris who had started the game shakily by 
flapping at a cross, soon settled down, and after racing 
outside his area to powerfully head the ball clear, pro¬ 
duced a fantastic double save just a minute after the 
goal. First he parried Lee Clarke's shot away from close 
range before recovering to push away Cumbers follow¬ 
up volley. 

With every facet of the team working well, it was a 
blow when Jermyn was injured in a crunching tackle 
with Clarke that saw the midfielder carried off and re¬ 
placed by Moss.
